on th e ground but bis p lay mates remained standing and 
were 
burned fatally . 
Th eir h ouse was destroy ed but not burned, sh e said. 
Wh ile th e family was walking up th e mountains, sh e

lated. bush es frequently erup ted into flame with out warning. 
"Wh en th e bomb ex p loded,” sh e said, "I saw a brilliant wh ite 
flare, and suddenly th e air seemed to be unusually h ot but I h eard 
no ex p losion." 
Sh e said sh e h elp ed set up 
a makesh ift h osp ital but doctors 


knew no treatm ent for th e burns and merely swa bbed them with 
mercuroch rome and castor oil. 
Th e ty p ist said some p ersons died in two or th ree day s from 
sev ere burns. Oth ers grew gradually weaker and died at th e end 
of a v .eek, and in some cases th eir h eads became missh ap en bulges 
with in a few h ours. 
Still anoth er kind of death occurred a month after th e bomb 
struck, th e y oung women said Many h ad recov ered 
from

burns "wh en th eir h air started falling out, th ey ran a tem p era­ 
ture, th eir bodies turned a p ale green, th en th ey died.”

threat to her wealth in Indonesia, 
is caught between the devil and 
the deep blue sea in her efforts to 
rehabilitate 
an 
economy almost 
completely disrupted by war. 
To the immediate problem of do­ 
mestic existence has been added 
the probability that 
her 
long- 
range economy must be adjusted 
to a steadily diminishing return 
from the rich colonies, and the 
possibility that some day she will 
lose them entirely. 
What she can do to offset this 
is the problem. 
Already the sug­ 
gestion has been made that Hol­ 
land should have part of Germany 
to offset her war losses, especially 
the land despoiled 
by 
German 
flooding. Now' there is talk of ex­ 
panding this idea to give her a 
more self-contained economy. 
The Dutch have treated the sub­ 
ject gingerly. 
Their present bor­ 
der with Germany, for the most 
part, has stood since the 16th cen­ 
tury. 
It was arbitrary then, but 
as time possed the 
peoples 
on 
either side became more and more 
distinct, and the Dutch are wrary 
of a “Sudetenland” which might 
plague them years from now, even 
though the example has been set 
by Poland in eastern Germany. 
In considering a strip of Ger­ 
m any as replacement for flooded 
polders, the discussion has center­ 
ed principally around an area from 
20 to 50 miles from Aachen to the 
tea at Wilhelmshaven. 
This presumably would include 
some coal mines just 
north 
of 
Aachen, some textile and paper 
manufacturing centers west of the 
Rhine, but would skirt the north­ 
ern edges of the Rhenish-W est­ 
phalian industrial concentrations 
rn the Ruhr and along the Rhine- 
Ems Canal, and would encompass 
principally agricultural lands. 
A glance at this map shows that 
by a slight extension 
of 
this 
previously discussed area, Hol­ 
land would come into possession 
of a small but rich industrial area 
where lignite and coal mines, steel 
and chemical plants, await renova- I 
bon. 
But she would also come into

issession of a great mass of ruins 
hich have been German cities. 
and would have to displace hun­ 
te d * of thousands, perhaps m il­ 
lions of Germans whose counter­ 
parts, driven out of Silesia by the 
roles, are producing 
a 
terrific 
headache for toe occupying au­ 
thorities in Germany. Either that 
•r try to absorb them, a system 
jbhiah has proved fatal all over 
Burope. Also, there is a question 
Whether Holland has the m an­ 
power to rebuild and operate any 
important new industrial area. 
There is the possibility that re­ 
laxation of the Dutch hold on the 
Indies may come so gradually, as 
in the case of Britain with some 
bf her form er colonies, that ad­ 
justm ents can be made as time 
goes along. But Holland, so badly 
off from the war, so much in the 
fix of Caesar when “everything 
had to be done at one time,” can 
hardly hope for anything immed­ 
iately except some guidance which 
will permit her to choose the less­ 
er headaches.

tory by mo«t investigator# in the 
treatment of such lung conditions 
as hronchiAetiiM# and lung abscess 
produced hy germs which penicil­ 
lin will attack. 
However, Doctor Alvan L. Ba- 
rach and his co-workcrs of Colum­ 
bia University have devised a 
method for getting the penicillin 
directly into the lungs. They hnvc 
found the method extremely use­ 
ful in the treatment of various 
types of lung diseases such as 
bronchiectasis. 
Sprajed Into Lungs 
A penicillin mixture is sprayed 
into the lungs. An ordinary’ nebu­ 
lizer or spraying device may be 
found satisfactory for the purpose 
although a special type of nobu- 
luer which delivers the solution 
only when the patient breathes in 
has been found more efficient. 
Whrn using this treatment for 
children or infants, an oxygen 
mask may also be used. 
Doctor Barach and his co-work­ 
ers have carried out some studies, 
and have shown that when peni­ 
cillin is administered in this way, 
the amount of penicillin in the 


\îu 
tory level within fifteen minutes to 
one 
hour 
after 
treatment 
is 
started. More penicillin will get 
into the blood 
if the patient 
breathe# deeply and holds his 
breath for several seconds at the 
end of each brearfh. 


Various Infections 
Twenty patients with various 
types of lung infections were given 
the penicillin by breathing it in 
for an average period of ten days. 
Of these, three suffered from 
asthma and bronchitis. One had 
a lung abscess and one bronchiec­ 
tasis, a condition in which the 
bronchi or tubes in the lung are 
stretched and inflamed. 
Ten had emphysema or a 
stretching of the air sacs in the 
lungs. Many of these ten also had 
excessive amounts of scar tissue 
in the lungs. This entire group of 
fifteen 
patients 
were benefited 
greatly hy the penicillin treat­ 
ment administered directly into 
the lungs. 
Five patients of whom one had 
a lung abscess, two, bronchiectasis 
and two, scarring of the lung tissue 
we*-e not relieved hy the treatment. 
It would appear that giving the 
penicillin solution by using a spray 
may he found to be a helpful me­ 
thod of treatment for s number 
of chronic lung disturbances.

FARM MARKETS 
ARE DISCUSSED 
AT ROTARY CLUB 


Farmer Friends Are Guests 
At Luncheon To Get 
Preview of Future 


' Will our own markets be able to 
take care of our own production 
after the immediate post-war de­ 
m and?” Prof. 
Virgil 
R. Wurtz, 
rural economist at Ohio State Un­ 
iversity , asked Rotarians and their 
fanner guests at the Tuesday noon 
meeting at the Country Club. 
Prof. Wurtz » aid he believed 
that in five y ears foreign markets, 
which now are pleading for Am er­ 
ican goods, will dwindle. He » aid 
also that the present controversy 
between 
“bickering unions and 
factory management" had » lowed 
reconversion here and estimated 
that it would be the middle of 19 46 
before industry would be com­ 
pletely converted 
to peace-time 
production and the nation started 
on a prosperous trend. 
Speaking of the “Economic Out­ 
look for the Future”, Prof. Wurtz 
asserted that the purchasing power 
of the people must keep step with 
agricultural incomes if farm prices 
are to be maintained for the pros­ 
perity of the farmer. 
He recalled that in the last war, 
industrial production was ahead of 
agricultural production. During the 
present war, agricultural prices 
have increased 36 percent, while 
Industrial prices have been stretch­ 
ed higher than that. He compared 
the present 36 percent Increase 
with the ISO percent hike in farm 
prices 
during 
and 
immediately 
after World W ar I. 
Admitting that predicting future 
developments with certainly was 
next to Impossible, he said he be­ 
lieved farm prices would go down 
because of the wartim e increase 
in per capita food production. “The 
farm er’» prosperity is related to 
high employ ment and high in­ 
come,” he said. 
Land prices at present are 6 9 
percent higher than the 19 35-39 
period, he said, adding that farm 
produce prices were not increased 
proportionately . 
The 
$300,000,000,000 
present 
national debt is not too serious if 
the nation is able to maintain half 
that amount as its annual national 
income, Prof. Wurtz said. If the 
annual national income goes down, 
the debt is serious, he added. 
He also pointed out that wdth 
incomes and prices up, the value 
of the dollar goes down. 
Billie Wilson, president of the 
club, thanked Prof. Wurtz for one 
of the best meetings of the y ear.
